The May 25, 1959 issue of the "New York World Telegram 
and Sun" , All Sports Pinal, on page 2, under the column headed 
"The World Over", carried an item reflecting that "Hoy", the 
Havana Communist newspaper, claimed 4,000 people have joined 
the Communist Party in Cuba since January 1, 1959- "Hoy" stated 
that the Communist Party membership in Cuba was now estimated at 
12,000 and this figure represented a 33^ increase in membership 
since Pidel Castro's "Barbudos" overthrew the government of ex- 
President Pulgencio Batista. "Hoy" also claimed, according to 
this article, that the Communist Party had established 3,000 cells 
throughout the country. 
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The same edition of the "New York World Telegram and 
Sun", on page 18, carried the first of a series of articles 
written by Leon Dennen, who recently won an Overseas Press Club 
citation this year for distinguished analysis of foreign affairs, 
which is entitled "A Pair Look at Cuba" . 

This article stated that Fidel Castro's first year is 
hardly half over and he has twin threats of chaos and Communism. 
Dennen stated that he spoke to Cubans in all walks of life and 
that his conclusions regarding these items are as follows: 

1) Cuba faces widespread economic distress and disorder 
and Castro and his key officials have shown no capacity to deal 
with them. 


2) Cuba is fumbling weakly for a way out of political 
chaos as Castro has put off the prospect of free elections and 
dabbles in sketchily drawn policies. 

3) Communists have been given a wide open door although 
Castro denies any link to them, they undercut his revolution in 
many ways and are making ready to capture his revolution when 
disorder dictates the proper moment . 

Dennen stated that t’ e Communists have already infiltrated 
the army, labor unions, and second echelon government posts. 

Dennen in this article also stated that during his visit to 
Cuba he found Red Chinese and Russian agents already on the scene 
in Cuba and stated that these dangers are not merely Cuba's alone 
but also are real dangers to the United States .

iastitutioa has had difficulty ia securing teachers to take the posts 
formerly occupied by those who were purged because of BATISTA connections 
or because of incompetency. 

The University of Villanueva, a private institution operated 
by the American August iaiaa Order, reopeaed on June 15, 1959 . Shortly 
before its reopening a small group of students who clfth^Tto have the 
backing of the Minister of Bducation, ARMAMDmiART, seized the University 
grounds and stated they wanted to conduct a pur^o of the faculty. Vhen 
the vast sajority of the student body voted that this was actually the 
prerogative of the administrative authorities at the school, the 
rebellious students withdrew.

The Legat has received rumors from several indd.v4.dua Is 
that a missile base was presently under construction In the Sierra 
Maestra region of Cuba which is in an isolated part of. the Island; 
however, the sources of this information had no concrete knowledge 
and stated it was merely rumors which they had heard and could 
furnish no definite details. 


Concerning the allegations that 25 Russians, who were 
engineers, were residing at the Hotel Sevilla-Biltmore, 4W i ~J| 

has advised he has not been able to locate any Russians living lO^j 

at this hotel. This hotel i^^ga^y^ly used by prominent x - 
American newspapermen, and^JMJBf a New Zealander and writer i - 
for the English-language newspaper, I’The Hayana"'post , " has resided'^ 
there for a number of years. This hotel would "be"' one of the most 
conspicuous places in Havana for Russians to stay. 


Concerning Cienaga de Zapata, Cuban authorities are 
attempting to drain the marsh lands in this place in order to 
develop rice fields. The Embassy is aware that Dutch engineers 
from Holland have come to Havana to help in this work. No 
information has been received that Russians have any part in 
this program. 

The fact that the construction of a missile base is the 
subject of considerable conversation on the Isle of pines is hard 
to believe inasmuch as the Isle of Pines is located approximately 
250 'miles)j)fropi (Jienaga de Zapata and there is no communication 
between the two exi^lrt^by boat.

Since it is possible that some incidents might occur during the above 
period, the Legat feels it would be undesirable for any Bureau employee to visit 
Cuba while the guajiros will be in Havana. Under our policy, the Bureau must be 
advised when an employee intends to travel outside the United States or its possessions 
except to Canada and Mexico. In view of this control over any proposed* visits by 
our employees to Cuba, no further action is felt necessary. Should any requests be 
received to visit Havana during the above-mentioned period, you wiH be advised.
